M ontgom ery on a charge of murder 


was entered in the 
Monroe county 
term of circuit court yesterday on the 
opening of the calendar.

judge to hear the case, complying in 
a1 respects with the wishes of the de­ 
fense. 
Samuel Montgom ery was sentenced 
to the state penitentiary at Waupun 
in the fall of 1903 for life, after hav- 
:ng been found guilty of murder in 
the first degree in the death of his 
wife, Blanche Montgomery, M ay 30, 


1903. 
Judge Fruit heard the case at 
that time. 
During his term in the penitentiary, 
friends of M ontgom ery started out to 
secure a new trial. 
The case was car­ 
ried to the Wisocnsin supreme court 
where a reversal was secured with a 
retrial. 
Th e supreme court held that 
the evidence was insufficient to justify 
a verdict of murder in the first de­ 
gree, or premediated murder. 
This 
was done last summer and the case is 
ready for trial now. 
It has been placed upon the present 
term of Monroe ocunty court. 
A t the 
first trial a stubborn resistance was 
encountered from the defense. 
Dis­ 
trict A ttorney W . B. Naylor is prose­ 
cuting the case while Attorney A. H. 
Smith is defending Montgomery. 
The death of Mirs. M ontgom ery was 
a brutal one as pictured in the first 
trial. 
The state charged that M ont­ 
gomery knocked her out of the buggy 
in which they were driving home from 
Warrens, Wis., choked and beat her 
to death. 
Intoxication is one of tile 
extenuating circumstances in favor of 
Montgomery. 
Th e defendant is 44 years of age 
now. 
Nina, a daughter, 9 years old at 
the time of the trial, gave important 
testimony against her father.

All drafts and air currents should be 
avoided, and ail metal objects, such as 
mirrors, picture frames and wire bell 
pulls, should be kept as clear as possi­ 
ble.
